This is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed on October 6, 2008. 

I. Restriction Requirement 

The Requirement for Restriction required restriction under 35 U.S. C. § 121 to one 
of the following five (5) inventions: Claims 1-30, 33-36, 37, 38-40, 50-71, and 72-79, 
drawn to a system for injecting a patient, classified in class 604, subclass 131 (Group I); 
Claims 3 1-32 and 47, drawn to an assembly for connection or connector, classified in 
class 604, subclass 905(Group II); Claims 41-43, drawn to a catheter, classified in class 
604, subclass 523 (Group III); Claims 44-46 and 48, drawn to a container, classified in 
class 604, subclass 142 (Group IV); and Claims 49, drawn to a system for transferring a 
pharmaceutical, classified in class 604, subclass 30 (Group V) . The Restriction 



Requirement stated that Groups I through V are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations do not overlap and are not 
obvious variants. Additionally, Group HI discloses a catheter than can be separately 
usable to transfer fluids to a patient. The Examiner has required restriction between 
subcombinations usable together. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby elect Group I 
(Claims 1-30, 33-36, 37, 38-40, 50-71, and 72-79) for prosecution on the merits in this 
application with traverse .
